Midsummer Leaders 
By AL McCLANE 
Fishing Editor 
Midsummer is tho time for long, 


fine leaders, whether you are fish- 
ing wet or dry flies for trout or 
tiucktails nnd bugs for bass. Ot 
course, you can't east a large bug 
ph a 3X leacjer, but most fisher- 
men err is using leaders too heavy 
rather-, than, too iiaht. The U'out 
fisherman often can use leader* 
from 10 to 18 feet long to advan- 
tage. I believe a l6ng leader is bet- 
ter than on excessively fine orip.
